YOU ARE WATCHED 
Wherever you go, you are being 
watched. 
Whatever you do, an eye is on you. 
Even in your sleep, the eye is 
open. 


THE “FORGOTTEN MAN“ 
J 
HE “ forgotten m a n ” according to newspapers all over the 
country is he who placed his money in a bank and now has 
had it “ restricted” for almost four months. 
As this condition 
continues in many communities, large and small, it is little won­ 
der that the cry of protest is growing louder as the days go by. 
To the majority of those caught, following the national 
banking holiday, there has come nothing but patient waiting. 
Little information has come from his banks; less from the trea­ 
sury or the federal reserve department or the state departments 
of banking. 
With business conditions improving the case of the frozen 
banks is a sore spot on the horizon for the capital of many busi­ 
ness men, large and small is tied up. 
To the small business man 
the hardship is greater than for the large. 
Operating as a rule 
under only modest capital at the most, tie up of these funds did 
not generally permit him to keep pace with the rising trend of 
commodity prices and purchase at a saving. Credit likewise has 
been restricted and it is a wonder sometimes how some small 
business houses have withstood the shock. 
One plan recently has been broached by the R. F. C. and 
its chairman, Jesse Jones, of Texas. 
The plan was approved by 
congress and permits the R. F. C. to use all of its assets for re­ 
lief in closed banks. 
Heretofore the R. F. C. was limited in the 
funds at its disposal in this work. 
Depositors everywhere may hope therefore that some of 
the inertia shown so far in opening these banks may soon be dis­ 
pelled. 


JOBS FOR MORE THAN A MILLION 
If we accept the estimates of the American Federation of Labor, 
employment in the United States has increased about 1,629,000 since the 
end of March, and a still further improvement is expected during the 
remaining days of June. It is said that about 1,000,000 persons have been 
re-employed since April 30. In the very nature of things these figures 
can not be exact. The Labor Federation, as well as the government, has 
certain sources of information; but their statements are based on in­ 
complete returns and are not always infallible, 
it is understood that 
some of the reforestation army were included in the federation total. 
That is probably reasonable enough; they represent jobless men who 
are now at work. 
But after making due allowance for uncertain factors it is fair 
to accept the employment figures as substantially correct. Even the or­ 
dinary citizen without special means of information can see that things 
are “picking up.” The decrease in the number of families supported by 
the Relief Board is local evidence of the fact. 
The most encouraging 
part is that the business improvement in a number of lines has been 
continuous for the last two or three months. It is asserted that unem­ 
ployment reached its peak in March of this year with a total of 13,359,- 
000, 
These figures have been steadily scaled down during April, May 
and June. So far the reduction in unemployment Las been placed at 12 
per cent, which is decidedly encouraging. It is cu^omary to look for a 
let-down during the summer months. .W hether tAat will be the case 
this year remains to be seen. 
i 
There is an almost universal belief that condiions will be still bet­ 
ter in the autumn. 
New naval construction, the ^lome Loan Owners’ 
Corporation, public building and various other new governmental activi­ 
ties alone will give employment to a small army of workers. Aside from 
that, there has been a genuine upward trend in business. Whether this 
is due to the various laws which were passed by congress or whether 
the time had arrived naturally for the change is difficult to determine. 
Shelves of merchants had been depleted some time ago; and when en­ 
terprising business men resolved to stock up they started mills and fac­ 
tories into operation ^nd thereby gave employment to hundreds of thous­ 
ands. 
In any event, a spirit of optimism is abroad in the land. Psychology 
is playing its part. When we add to this actual proof of men going to 
work we are fully justified in joining in the growing hopefulness. The 
American people have withstood adversity splendidly. 
Their faith in 
the future has remained undimmed.

MOTORING COURTESY 
A move to bring about reform of motoring manners has 
auguratea by the Pennsylvania Motor Federation, A. A. A., as a part of 
its statewide campaign to reduce vehicular accidents. Through its eighty- 
one affiliated clubs the federation is appealing to motorists to observe 
common courtesy in driving. 
“Common courtesy among drivers would eliminate at least fifty per 
cent of the motor accidents in Pennsylvania,” said S. Edward Gable, 
president of the P. M. F. and chairman of the Governor’s Committee on 
Street and Highway Safety. 
He deplored “the all-too-general lack of 
common courtesy in the operation of automobiles” and cited instances of 
impoliteness not unfamiliar to the average driver. 
“Men and women we meet on the streets, in parks, theatres or 
public gatherings, at home or on trains almost always are courteous and 
considerate,” he said, “but the great majority of them seem quite dif­ 
ferent when they get behind the wheel of an automobile.” His state­ 
ment continued: 
“Why do drivers steer a slow course in the middle of the road 
and express resentment when asked to move aside for another vehicle? 
“Why do drivers press forward around other cars at lights at the 
risk of safety, and certainly with nothing to accompish except to crowd 
ahead of orderly traffic until the next stoplight? 
What possesses drivers who jump their cars toward other cars at 
intersections to give the impression that they have the right of way’ 
Ordinarily it results in a waste of time for both. And it surely ie poor 
motoring manners. 
“Any man of ordinary decency is willing to defer to a lady when 
passing through a doorway, but in a car the majority of male drivers will 
not defer to the extent of an inch for the woman driver. 
“Once in a car, many people seem transformed as to manners.

Only a few school 
directors of 
Lawrence County were in attendance 
at the meeting held 
in 
Slippery 
Rock Friday afternoon, when the 
new legislation recently enacted was 
explained to county school superin­ 
tendents, supervisory officers and 
school directors, by State Superin­ 
tendent John N. Rule, County Sup­ 
erintendent of Schools John C. Sy- 
ling stated this morning. 
A meeting of school directors from 
the county will be called by Mr. Sy- 
ling in the near future, when all 
the recent legislation, will be discus­ 
sed and outlined. This information 
is not as yet available 
from 
the 
state but is being printed now, Dr. 
Rule told Mr. Syling yesterday 
A total of 44 bills were passed by 
the legislature affecting public edu­ 
cation. Prominent among these was 
Act No. 48, which gives the school 
directors more leeway in their bud­ 
gets, to enable them to keep their 
schools open during the coming two- 
year period. It is the act through 
which boards may control reduc­ 
tion of teachers’ salaries under cer­ 
tain conditions. It also prohibits un­ 
regulated reductions 
of 
teachers 
salaries and temporarily sets aside 
some mandatory features 
of 
the 
teachers’ salary law. 
Although the appropriation 
for 
schools was cut $5,000,000, from the 
figure originally asked for by Dr. 
Rule, 
Governor 
Plnchot 
having 
vetoed the bill providing for a five 
million dollar fund to aid poor dis­ 
tricts,* it is believed that the full 
amount of appropriations will be 
paid out during the first year of the 
biennium, and if there are any re­ 
ductions to be made in state aid, 
they will be passed on to the second 
year.

time of rapid change was suhmitted 
today to the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 
From 25 years onward th e mere 
pi ogress of time alone causes man 
to suffer nerve changes th a t make 
it increasingly difficult to learn new 
things or change old habits, Dr. 
Floyd L. Ruch of the University of 
Illinois told the association mem­ 
bers. 
This is the way he put it in his 
lecture on “The decline of learning 
ability in the aging as a possible 
explanation of their conservatism”: 
Conservatism which comes with 
old age m ust depend upon a loss of 
plasticity in the neuro-muscular tis­ 
sues themselves. 
“As a consequence of this loss, the 
aged become increasingly less able 
to learn new materials or more es­ 
pecially m aterials demanding the 
tearing down of old habits of reac­ 
tion, and as accordingly limited in 
their thinking to the use of experi­ 
ences acquired in the past. 
“The further proposed change cr 
reform deviates from their past ex­ 
perience, the harder it is for them 
to grasp its significance or appreci­ 
ate the need of it. 
“In the present period of rapid 
flux, when morals are changing, 
when broad hum an values are being 
rapidly revised, a certain measure of 
conservatism would seem to be a 
part cf the biological heritage of 
senescent m an.”
